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Protective tampon to be used in place of a sanitary napkin 

The subject of the present invention is a tampon that can 
be used during menstrual periods to obviate the main 
disadvantages thereof. 

It is ' known that, in order to trap the blood of 
menstruation and prevent it from soiling underwear or garments, 
recourse is had to sanitary napkins that women hold in place by 
means of a belt of an appropriate shape, combined with an insert 
strip which is absorbent and can easily be changed. 

However, women are frequently inconvenienced by having to 
wear this belt and its inner strip because excessive chafing 
cannot be avoided, and even causes the skin to become inflamed. 
Thus, the inner strip is already a nuisance as a result of its 
size, which causes all parts of the skin in contact with it to 
become soiled as soon as a particularly heavy flow of blood has 
soaked through the entire insert strip and the entire outer 
strip . 

It is these drawbacks that the present innovation sets 
out to remedy and to do so, essentially, by making the encircling 
belt superfluous by virtue of the small dimensions of the tampon, 
because they do not exceed those of the lips of the vulva. 

In order to ensure perfect adhesion of the internal 
tampon, it is shaped with a flattened cross section, somewhat 
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triangular or round. 

The drawing appended to this application shows , by way of 
example, one embodiment of the invention: 

Fig. 1 is a section through the tampon, Fig. 2 is a 
perspective view thereof, and Fig. 3 shows a practical 
application. 

The insertable tampon, denoted by a, is a kind of twist, 
with a somewhat triangular cross section, obtained by rolling or 
pressing small strips either made of gauze, or of tulle, muslin 
or some other similar fabric, or alternatively made* of cellulose, 
cellulose wool, cotton wool or any other material of high 
absorbency, which twist is coated or otherwise in an envelope of 
this fabric, so that it has a flattened, either triangular or 
round, shape, it being from 1 to 3 centimeters thick for a length 
of 5 to 10 centimeters, with an edge which may be even or which 

.~ may- alternatively _ narrow. 

It is this tampon that is inserted between the lips of 
the vulva b where, thanks to its shape, it remains in place 
without any special measures having to be taken; this is what 
makes the use of a belt or of retaining strips superfluous 
without, however, preventing women from continuing to use such 
accessories when the woman in question is not ready to change her 
old habits suddenly and it is preferable to facilitate her switch 
from the old method to the new. 



Abstract 



Internal tampon used as protection against excessively 
heavy menstrual blood flow, characterized in that: 

1. By its length and by its thickness it more or less 
corresponds to the dimensions of the lips of the vulva; 

2. Its cross section is that of a flattened twist, of 
triangular or round shape, and it can be used with or without a 
sanitary napkin. 

3 . It is obtained either by rolling or by compressing the 
fabric of which it is made.
